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INTRODUCTION 



The West Virginia Board of Regents presents in tliis report analyses of faculty characteristics and remuneration at each 
West Virginia public institution of highereducatlon. Ail analyses are based on the fall term of the 1976-77 academic year. 

In order to minimize error, extensive core has been exercised by the Board staff in its data editing and analyses. 

In the analyses of this report, faculty members include those individuals engaged in instruction, either on a full-time 
or part-time basis, who were responsible for or in charge of a class, quiz, drill, or laboratory section. Teaching assistants, 
teaching fellows, lecturers, and laboratory assistants are included If they meet the preceding criteria. Excluded are student 
assistants, teaching assistants, or other personnel engaged in subordinate functions. 

: Faculty of the following classifications have been excluded from this report: (A) Faculty of the College of Law and 
the Health Sciences Center of West Virginia University; (B) Faculty contributing their services and faculty members compen- 
sated from funds notcontrolled or disbursed by their respective institutions, (Included in this group would be military science 
instructors, instructors receiving no .pay, and faculty paid through the auspices of other public agencies at no expense to the 
institution.) 



EXPLANATION OF TABLES 



Tobies ) qnd 2, Academic Rank of Faculty Members 

The academic rank of teaching foculty is reported in Tables 1 and 2, The faculty members employed on a full-time basis are 
reported in Table 1, while Table 2 consists of both ftjil-time and part-time faculty. While there are, no rigid standards with respect to 
the distribution of faculty by rank, faculty mix is a significant influence that should be considered when reviewing management factors 
such OS maturity of faculty or instructional salary costs. The fall 1973, 1974, 1975, and 1976 academic rank dato for all institutions are 
presented below.
